nlon c.ips intr(«luced into two churches 
nt Roc'iestcr, the cno Baptist ind tho oth- 
er Presbyterian, has recclv cd comptiratlv o 
Iy lUtie uttcntio^ front thespcc!?Cf>tly and 
profcssldnnlly religious papers of those 
and other Protestanldcnoinlnotions. They 
seem to avoid tlio subject, hesitating to 
express any decided opinion as to it. Its 
discussion has been connned chiefly to tho 
medical papers and to, Individual church 
members who write to the journals called 
secular. 


Tho Individual wine cups were substi

They arc that the use of a common 
wine cup by many people on the celebra- 
tion of the cucharlst i; both offensive to 
clennHnr-s« nnd dangerous to health, sub- 
jecting them to the chances of receiving 
tbo genus of disease At le'«t one of these 
pastors declared that already tbc number 
of nicmbcra of bis church p»nnUingof tho 
holy communion hid dcc>-<u»1 bemuse 
of prejudices o8dln«t tbo vomm«n chalice 
Induced by fiwUdio"Kncss and fecr of con- 
t*glon, »"d that to fcfVC tbo Ordinance 
from falling into more general disuse it 
WAS ncu««n.r) to heed these objection*, for 
they were gpstAlnod by scl^ntlflo "Cortical 
opinion and demonstration. .

of Itoclicfttcr Churches* 


Tbo Innovation of Individual conimu 


nlon c.ips intr(«luced into two churches 
nt Roc'iestcr, the cno Baptist ind tho oth- 
er Presbyterian, has recclv cd comptiratlv o 
Iy lUtie uttcntio^ front thespcc!?Cf>tly and 
profcssldnnlly religious papers of those 
and other Protestanldcnoinlnotions. They 
seem to avoid tlio subject, hesitating to 
express any decided opinion as to it. Its 
discussion has been connned chiefly to tho 
medical papers and to, Individual church 
members who write to the journals called 
secular. 


Tho Individual wine cups were substi
